Ruddy Wins the Rainbow Stakes 
in a Close Finish — My Reverie 
Defeats Last Straw. 



XEW YORK, N. Y.. October It*. -George 
Odom continues on his winning way at Em- 1 
l»ire City and took another stake race for ' 
Robert L. Gerry. This time it was the j 
Rainbow Selling Slakes that was worth $2,070 
to the winher. The track on the hill has ! 
always been famous for its thrilling finishes I 
and this was one of them, for while Ruddy 
won by three parts of a length he was doing I 
his level best, and back of him Fullon, Forest 
Lore and Romping Home were so closely 
lapped that it was impossible for one not 
directly on the line to split them. 

In addition to the Rainbow Stakes there j 
was ihe Fearnaught Handicap that, while | 
it only brought out three starters, was j 
worthy of a feature position by reason of 
the good class of the contestants. This 
marked the sixth consecutive victory for 
Prince James when he took the measure of 
Exodus and Tangerine easily. Then there 
was a short three-quarters dash for fillies 
that saw My Reverie the winner from a par- 
ticularily fast band. Altogether it was ex- 
cellent entertainment that was furnished the 
big crowd on hand. 

Those withdrawn from the Rainbow Stakes 
were Amor Patriae, William Tell, Satellite 
and Brother Pat. Odom proved that he had 
made no mistake in depending on Ruddy . 
and scratching William Tell, unquestionably 
a better colt. 

EXODUS IX TANGLE. 

Prince James won his sixth consecutive 
race when he scored easily in the mile and a 
sixteenth handicap, an overnight feature. 
He was only opposed by Exodus and Tanger- 
ine and made a show of the pair. Exodus 
was in a bit of a tangle when the barrier 
rose, while T> rince James was well in his 
stride, but Taplin made no use of liis ad- 
vantage and took hold of the son of King 
James to wait until Lyke went to the front 
with Exodus. Tangerine did not have to wait 
for he was naturally outrun. Through the 
backstretch Taplin saved Prince James hack 
of Exodus, and shortly after turning into 
the stretch he drew alongside, went on by 
and the race was over. Through the stretch 
he was racing well within himself to win by 
three lengths. Tangerine closed up some 
ground, but was easily beaten for second 
place by Exodus. 

Four fast fillies met in the short three- 
quarters of the secbnd race and 1). R. Mc- 
Daniel sent the winner to the post in R. J. 
Brown’s My Reverie. Last Straw raced to 
second place, while Ten-L.ec saved third 
money from Dolores. There was some de- ! 
lay at the post and when the barrier rose 
Ten-Lee and My Reverie outpaced the other 
two, while Dolores was particularly slow in 
leaving. My Reverie and Ten -Lei* rushed 
into a long early lead and the Ultimus filly j 
made the pace so hot that finally Ten-Lec 
began to tire. Nearing the stretch turn Last I 
Straw shook off Dolores and set sail for the : 
leaders. McAtee brought her around on the 
outside, but after she had disposed of Ten- < 
Lee she crossed to the inside and though ! 
she was catching My Reverie right to the ; 
end she was still three parts of a* length 
away from victory at the end. Ten-Lec tired 
badly, but bad no trouble in lasting Jong 
enough to beat Dolores. 

After Overtake won the opening race J. A. 
Coburn bid him up from an entered selling 
price of $2,500 to $3,200, but he was protected 
and bought in for $3,205 by John Zauner, his 
owner.

brilliant bay First in Feature — Bnckboartl 
Xarrowly Triumphs Over Dancer in 
Secondary Attraction. 



TOLEDO, Ohio, October 10.— There was 
another big crowd out today and the backers 
of favorites had a good day. being rewarded 
in the first three races. 

The feature race of the day, Toledo Driv- 
ing Club Handicap, at three-quarters, was 
won by Milton’s Smith’s gelding Brilliant 
Ray. lie began well and, favored by his 
light impost, was sent into the lead at once, 
lie soon disposed of Chief Sponsor, hut had 
to be ridden hard to maintain his advantage 
over Flibbertygibbet, which was going fast- 
est of all at the finish. Mumbo .Jumbo was 
taken wide on the stretch turn, but came 
again gamely at the end. 

Second only to the feature was the mile 
race, which resulted in the closest finish of 
the afternoon when Buckboard came from 
far back to get up in the last few strides to 
outfinish Dancer. In this race a blanket 
would have covered the first three horses. 

The talent began the afternoon auspiciously 
when they selected Lady Heart to win the 
first race. She scored- impressively, leading 
Gem by two and a half lengths at the finish. 
There was quite a battle for second honors 
between Gem, Squaw Chief and Momentum, 
they finishing in the order named separated 
by the smallest of margins. 

No mistake was made in the second race as 
De Land, tiie favorite, after indulging Miss 
Collette with the lead until well in the stretch 
easily raced her into defeat and drew clear 
in the last few yards. War Pennant quit 
badly and failed to give the winner an ar- 
gument, as was expected. 

Again in the third race the public bad no 
cause for worry with the French-bred Spin- 
away as their standard bearer. The son of 
Sweeper showed dazzling speed in leading all 
the way and was never in danger. Vanessa 
Welles was second, outgaming Jacobean for 
second honors in the final strides. 

Another spirited finish marked the running 
of the sixth race, at one ryile and a six- 
teenth. Cockroach was the popular choice 
here, although Secretary did not lack ad- 
mirers. The latter proved victorious, over- 
taking the favorite in the last eighth and 
drawing clear at the end. Cockroach set a 
fast pace and might have won had he not 
run out on the stretch turn. 

The only real upset of the day came in the 
last race, when Duke Ruff, the first choice, 
finished behind Lucy Kate and Spectacular 
Girl. 

The management announced that Friday 
will be Ladies’ Day, and all ladies will be 
admitted to the grounds free of charge. 

Starter George Miller announced that he 
had been offered the position of starter at 
the coming Tanforan meeting in California. 

A l Austin left today to motor to Hender- 
son, Ky., where he will take up his horses. 

John Carey was busy distributing applica- 
tions among the horsemen for stabling ac- 
commodations at the coming Fair Grounds 
meeting. 

Silence ran off with bis exercise boy this 
morning and had to be excused from the 
second race this afternoon. * 

Spinaway was claimed out of the third 
race by E. E. Sterrett for $1,100. Sterrett 
was represented in the race by Carl Rob- 
erts.

Most Valuable of Kentucky's Autumn Fix- 
tures to Be Decided Saturday — 

Great Contest in Prospect. 



Scores Brilliant Victory Over Dr. 
Clark in Cleopatra Handicap. 



LATONIA. Ky.. October 19.— The Latonia 
Championship Stakes, richest of all the Ken- 
tucky Autumn racing fixtures, is scheduled 
to have its fourth annual running next 
Saturday at J^atonia. and the interest already 
evinced by local racegoers in this important 
turf event promises to make that day the 
banner one of the year. Arrangements are 
now being perfected by general manager 
Matt J. Winn to handle a record crowd next 
Saturday. 

This great race, at the popular distance of 
a mile and three-quarters, will, as in its past 
three runnings, resolve itself into an inter- 
sectional contest, and despite the fact that 
the easterners have vanquished their west- 
ern opponents each year, the latter are not 
a bit discouraged and this year are going to 
marshal a formidable array with improved 
chances of success. In Chatterton,. Rock- 
minister and Surf Rider the westerners have 
a trio of gladiators that are worthy to battle 
the best the easterners may send against 
them. Of the invaders from the East Lucky 
Hour, Missionary ami Southern Cross are 
already upon the scene of the impending con- 
flict. while Bunting is due to arrive shortly. 
It is not believed that any others will be 
shipped here for the big race. Other likely 
starters of western ownership are Startle, 
Yof.himi. Cherry Tree ami Margaret Winsor. 
This will make a field of eleven and insure a 
most interesting contest. In former years this 
stake has brought to the post small fields. 

Although first money is generally' expected 
to go to Bunting, Lucky Hour or Chatterton. 
there is a strong belief that one of the lightly 
regarded candidates may succeed in winning 
this coveted event. Chatterton, on the 
strength of his sterling performances and 
weight carrying ability, is conceded to be 
the best of the western owned aspirants, and 
if he is named to start he will attract a 
world of support. Cherry Tree is also coming 
in for considerable attention. 

The Latonia Championship closed with 
seventy-three final nominations, and the en- 
trance and starting fees alone amount to over 
$18,000. The Jockey Club adds $15,000. mak- 
ing the gross value of the stake over $33,000. 
Of this amount over $25,000 will go to the 
winner as his net portion. The nominators of 
the first, second, third and fourth horses 
receive amounts ranging from $1,000 to $200. 

In winning the stake the first year Mad 
Hatter earned for his owner $45,090, the gret- 
est amount ever taken down by a winner of 
the race. Cleopatra won the following year 
and earned $22,815. Sporting Blood’s victory- 
last year netted owner “Bud’’ Fisher $23,635. 
The first and third running of the stake was 
over a heavy track. Mad Hatter racing the 
distance in 3:06, while Sporting lilood hung 
up 3:05%. In winning the stake in 1920 Cleo- 
patra established a track record of 2:56% for 
the one mile and three-quarters, which in the 
event of a fast track prevailing Saturday 
may be lowered by the winner of this year’s 
renewal.

SPECIALTY’S METROPOLITAN 

LONDON, England, October 2.- Leahy's 
Specialty, the four-year-old son of Persian 
Knight Arrogant, scored by half a length in 
the Metropolitan Stakes at the Rand wick 
course, Sydney, N. S. W., today before a 
crowd of 70.000 spectators, according to a 
cable dispatch received here. W. G. Ray’s 
Basella was second, with Lee Ramsay's Pur- 
ser a half length behind. 

The weather was excellent and the track 
at its best. Twenty-one faced the starter. 
The winner covered the mile and five-eighths 
in 2:47%. Specialty was quoted at 16 to 1, 
Baseila was 50 to 1 and the Purser quotation 
was 5 to 2. 



SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., October 19.- Rac- 
ing “died” here in February', 1911, when 
Massa won the last race at the Emeryville 
track, which is now- but a thing of memory. 
Racing is now being revived with a venge- 
ance. 

There are three racing associations ready 
to function hereabouts, the Pacific Coast 
Jockey Club, with a course at Tanforan ; the 
Pleasanton Jockey Club, with a course at 
Pleasanton, and the Zaragoza Jockey Club, 
which lias not announced y'et where it will 
conduct meetings in California, if at all. 

Just now it looks as though the first meet- 
ing will be held at Pleasanton, the track 
over in Alameda County, owned by Rod 
Mackenzie. General manager Matthew 
O’Brien has been working out the plans 
withotu any blare of trumpets to give two 
or three short meetings prior to the opening 
at Tijuana. Each meeting probably will be 
three days in duration. 

There are more than fifty horses at Pleas- 
anton and most of them are in racing con- 
dition. The thoroughbreds were shipped to 
the “Horse Haven of the West” from Van- 
couver following the conclusion of racing at 
Brighouse Park and Hastings Park. Mc- 
Lean & Gibson, George A'an Gorden, the 
Hollywood Stable and others have horses 
galloping on the main and training courses.

The sixth race, another two-year-old dash, 
marked the victory of Away, the first scored 
by the T. C. McDowell colors this fall. Away 
| had to fight it out hard with Miss Minerva, 
which only gave way in the last few strides, 
after having been the leader throughout. 
Romping Mary, which finished third, might 
have been the winner had she been able to 
find a clear course in the early part of the 
j race. 

Frank Weir, trainer of the famous Old 
j Rosebud, arrived from New York today and 
| intends remaining to the end of the meeting, 
j Mr. Weir has no horses in training iu this 
j country at present. His only thoroughbred 
holdings are Sun Girl and Calmito, which 
are at present at Oriental Park race track, 
having been turned out there since last 
spring.

Here and There 
on the Turf 

Excessive Canadian Turf 
Taxation. 






Canadian racing is facing a serious condi- j 
dition of affairs in the matter of taxation | 
that has grown until it almost amounts to | 
confiscation of all possible profit. The Ontario 
government report of the amount of revenue 
from racing brings this home forcibly and, 
unless there is some modification of the exist J 
ing tax laws on the sport, it is possible that ' 
some of the associations will be forced to 
close their gates unless a larger itercentage is 
allowed. The tax imposed on the wagers has 
so affected the attendance at the various race 
tracks of Canada that these figures show a 
falling off of $12,000,000 in the amount of 
money wagered over that of 1921. The On 
tario Jockey Club, that races at its Woodbine j 
Park track in Toronto, and the oldest of 
Canadian jockey clubs, has reported a lass of 
$17,000 on its fall meeting. Other clubs have 
had a serious falling off in their revenue and 
the Connaught Park Jockey Club of Ottawa 
reports a loss of $14,000 on the 1922 season 
of racing. This association, as well as others, 
has about decided to go out of business unless 
there is relief provided. There is a request 
now before the government asking for relief 
from the rate of taxation. Every effort will 
be made to have it granted before the racing 
season of 1923 opens. 

This too heavy taxation on wagers has a 
double objectionable effect. By driving away 
those who wager from the race course, by 
reason of the excessive taxation on their wag- 
ers, it does not stop the wagering. All that 
is accomplished is to open the way for the 
handbook and drive the betting away from 
the course. That is something much harder 
to regulate than the race courses themselves. 
It is a form of wagering on horses that has 
never done the turf itself any good. There 
must be wagering of some description for the 
turf to endure, but wagering in |>ool rooms 
or through handbooks has never had other 
than a detrimental effect. It is natural to 
wager on the scene of the contest and, no 
matter what the laws, there will always be 
such wagering. It is easily safeguarded by 
proper policing and the carrying out of exist- 
ing laws, but any law* that will drive this 
legitimate speculation away from the race 
courses and scatter it promiscuously about 
handbooks and |»oolrooms has brought about 
a condition that is much harder to police and 
regulate. 

Another erroneous impression that is cre- 
ated whenever there is publication of wagers 
through the mutuel machines is that the vast 
amount of money is ‘‘new’’ money. When 
the millions are mentioned it must be re 
membered that it is the same money handled 
over and over again. Too often these figures 
are used to convince that racing is a drain 
on the country. There is no greater fallacy. 
Racing is of sound financial value to any sec- 
tion in which it is conducted and when rec- 
ords of wagers are made public it must always 



be borne in mind that only a small percentage 
of that total is “new” money. This money is 
turned over from day to day until the amount 
appears to be tremendous, but it would be 
interesting to know' just what really “new” 
money entered into the wagering. It is not 
intended to offer any argument for or against

the use of the mutuels or the books as a 
method of wagering on races, but it is only 
fair to mutuels, the only method in which a 
record is kept of the transactions, to explain 
that the millions are reached by constantly 
turning over the same money. 

This Canadian taxation, unless there is a 
modification of the rate imposed, is almost 
sure to deal a death blow to the Canadian 
turf. The associations cannot continue to race 
when facing a certain loss. There must 
at least come a cutting down of the values 
to l>e raced for if the sport is to continue.

An I 
interesting contest is on betw*een the March - 
bank and Macomber stables to be the first to 
take up accommodations at the track. 

Nineteen yearlings from A. B. Spreckels' 
Naim Stock Farm are being given their, 
primary education as racers at Pleasanton, 
the “Horse Haven of the West.” and there 
is a possibility that Mr. Spreckels will steal 
a march on the others by shipping over from 
the Alameda County course to Tanforan. 

James MacDonnel, who was superintend- 
ent of Ormond ale Stock Farm for the late 
William O’Brien Macdcnough : Sam McGib- 
ben, the well-known racing official ; George 
Berry, the veteran trainer, who is handling 
the George Wingfield yearlings, and other 
horsemen pronounce the Tanforan course in 
fine condition and confidently expect the 
horses to thrive there. Some of the galloping 
undoubtedly will be done on the training 
course inside the main racing circuit. 

Racing secretary “Bob” Leighton is re- 
ceiving scores of applications for stalls. One 
of the most interesting was from Mrs John 
Franklin, who applied on behalf of her 
husband for accommodations for Carabosse 
and others of quality. Carabosse was in the 
shipment of mares from England several 
I \ cars ago to the “ranches” of the Prince of 
Wales, the Earl of Minto and George Lane in 
Alberta. 

The Prince cf Wales was anxious to send 
his mares out under colors in the racing in 
\arious parts of Canada, but they showed 
so little in trials the attempt was never 
made. Carabosse was one of the Lane marcs 
and she demonstrated at the recent Van- 
couver meeting that she is good enough to 
run against any man’s horse.
